INTENSE INDIGNATION

In congress again today intense in- 
dignation at the latest outrage upon 
Americans in Mexico was refiected. 

Senator Lewis, democrat, introduced 
a resolution to authorize the sending 
of armed forces of the United States 
into Mexico to protect American citi- 
zens and their property. He asked that 
it lie over without action for the pres- 
ead and this .was done without de- 

ate. 

Representative Slayden, of Texas, 


democrat, made a speech in the house, 
declaring time had come for Pan- 
American action to restore peace in 
Mexico. He insisted that only the sum- 
mary execution of the bandit murder- 
ers would satisfy the people of the 
border states. 

Representative Moss, of West Virgin- 
ia, republican, introduced a resolution, 
proposing to send a sufficient force of 
the army to Mexico to capture the mur- 
derers and the dispatch. of warships 
to Mexican waters to co-operate with 
the army and remain there until the 
persons and property of American citi- 
zens were safe.

We 
have never invited Americans to re- 
turn to any district except those such 
as Tuxpam and Tampico and regions 
where there is no question regarding 
the guaranty of their safety. We have 
fully realized the difficulty of protect- 
ing Americans in certain regions, and 
our total inability ko do so in those 
where the reactionary element is in 
control. Amercans should stay away 
from such. districts.

1891—-Bob Fitzsimmons defeated Jack 
Dempsey in 13 rounds at New Orleans. 
It was just a quarter of a century ago 
today that the Australian gained his 
first world’s championship by wresting 
the middleweight honors from the fa- 
mous Irish “Nonpareil.” Bob had taken 
part in only a coyple of comparative- 
ly unimportant bouts since landing in 
America, and, while his boxing genius 
was recognized by the wise ones, he 
was still somethin of an unknown 
uantity to the majority of the fans. 
The battle was epochal, for it -marked 
the triumph of science and ‘skill over 
courage and strength, and presaged 
the coming triumph of Corbett over Sul- 
livan. The contest was for the mid- 
dleweight championship of the world, 
the diamond belt held by Dempsey, and 
$11,000, of which the winner was to 
get 310, 000. Nowadays a champion 
makes a small fortune even out of his 
defeat, but poor Dempsey got barely 
enough to cover expenses. In every 
round but the fourth Fitzsimmons had 
the lead. Poor Dempsey was complete- 
ly outclassed, and took an awful beat- 
ing before he succumbed.
